When President Truman set forth the p ro b le m o f inflation 
as one of the great issues of the times* he e x p re s s e d a view which 
few persons will contradict. 
Everyone in public life accepts the fact that inflation in this 
country already has gone much too far, and most of ihem agree 
that if it is allowed to continue, it can lead only to disaster. 
The disagreements are with respect, first, to the true nature 
of the inflation; and second, to the way to attack or “curb” it. 
The most conspicuous thing about inflation is rising prices, 
increased costs are a simple and often an accurate yardstick foi 
inflation. They are used to measure inflation just like a ther­ 
mometer is used to measure the temperature. 
But there is a great tendency to confuse cause and effect. 
Ricing prices are not the cause of inflation, merely the result— 
and a result which chn be most confusing. 
Because rising prices affect everyone 
od because it looks 
so simple to pass laws which will "freest 
them, nearly every 
wave of inflation in the past has been accompanied, just as the 
present one is, with controls, rationing, and drastic penalties for 
so-called ‘ ‘price-chiseling.’’ 
These have never worked in the past, and never will in the 
future. Price-freexes can further demoralize a bad situation by 
driving goods into storage, or into black markets; but they can 
no more change the progress of inflation than holding a match 
under a thermometer can heat a room. 
W holesale attacks by government on price levels, because 
they have no chance whatever of being effective, cannot fail to 
have one or the other end result: either to bring the government 
into contempt and disrepute for its inability to accomplish what 
it sets out to accomplish, or to lead it on into the most severe and
